We are rather to craft, that men ftu- 
dious only of the public good, as thofe learned and 
refpectable perfons were who planned the new Forme 
of Procefs, will previoufly tranfmit fuch propofed a+ 
mendments for the confideration of the whole Pref> 
byteries of the Church. No danger is therefore to 
be apprehended, although a majority of the radical 
Courts fiall approve of the Overture im ¢umulo, e+ 
ven as it now ftands.

exigencies of the union, and to report fuch an ad 
for that purpofe to the United States in Congrefs 
affembled, as when agreed to by them, and after- 
wards confirmed by the legifiatures of every State, 
will effectually provide for the fame. Copies of this 
addrefs, we hear, are to be tranfmitted to the Uni- 
ted States in Congrefs affembled, and to the execu- 
tives of the other States inthe unioa.

His moft Chriftian Majefty for himfelf, and 
his fucceffors, guarantees all the poffeflions co the 
Crowh of Spain which it now poffefles! in, Sogth A- 
merica, the South Sea, and ah the Iflands in! the 
bm ge Ocean, which they actually poilefs at pre- 
ent. 

His moft Chriftian Majefty binds himfelf, 
and his fucceffors, never to allieniate the aforefaid 
Colonies, without an equivalent in fayoar of Spain.

Very 
few, if any private letters, are brought by this con- 
veyance. The Northumberland and Duke of Mon- 
trofe Indiamen are gone to China, on account of 
their Captains not being able to get any inve(tment 
for either of them at Bombay. 

By letters from Quebec, dated O&, 30, we learn, 
that two Englifh gentlemen farmers from Yorkthire, 
who, at the conclufion of the war, purchafed a large 
tract of land in the back countries, have greatly im- 
proved their fortunes by the cultivation of wild oats ; 
fo called becaufe they grow like oats,; but the grain 
is to all intents and parpofes a fpeciés. of rice, It 
excels that, howeyer; and all other forts of grain that 
are known, in many remarkable properties; it nei- 
ther requires reaping, thrething, cleaning, grinding, 
bolting, nor baking ; the grain is eafily gathered 
with the hand, and is fit to eat boiled like rice, as 
foon as.it is gathered ; it neither adheres to the hufk, 
like rice, barley, or oats, nor has it ahy ‘bran Jike 
wheat, which create a great expence in thefe forts 
of grain. It likewife affords food both for man and 
beaft, or ripe corn,'and green fodder, at one and 


the fame. timc, THE blade, which grows four or 


ifland of Cortiga, - 


in it like Indian corn, and is as much coveted, 
whether green or dry, by bealts of every Kind. 

We are well affured, it is che belt folder chat 
grows, except the blades of Indian corn. ‘The grain 
is likewife as agreeable. Many have entirely lived 
upon it, and found it better and more wholefome 
than rice. The grain indeed is but flender, as it 
grows wild, but very long and finooth, like cleaned 
rice ; there is, however, no‘fuch corn growing wild 
in any other part of the world that has yet been 
heard of. The belt forts of corn were but grafs, 
and not to be compared to this, before they were 
inproved by culture. 

Were this duly cultivated like rice, as it grows in 
like manner in water, it would be extremely ufeful, 
and we might have rice from our’ northern,’ as 
well as‘from the fouthern colonies of the Unived 
States. 

The above extraordinary plant is called by the 
Botonilts zizica aquatica ; and by the French folles 
avoines, or wild rice. It flourifhes all over the 
back fettlements of Canada; in the coldeft aad molt 
watery regions, even as far as Hadfon’s Bay, the 
inhabitants of which have no other corn. Surely it 
would be tie interelt of the farmers in Lincolnthire 
and other marfhy counties to make fome experiments 
with th’ prolific grain. 

Tix fagacious dean of Gloucefter, fays a corre- 
fpontent, extols indefatigable indu(try in agricul- 
cur and manufaétures as the fupreme political con- 
cern. ** Mind your ploughs and harrows, and ham- 
mers and looms, and no fear but waggons wilf come 
and fetch your commoditics. Ships are nothing 
elfe than great fea-waggons, and the ocean is tlic 
highway of nations.” But this policical ceconomilt 
thould recolleét, that to be in poffellion of the fea- 
waggons, and the highway of nations, that is, to 
have undifturbed poflefion or dominion over them, 
-is of greater importance than'that of the articles 
themfelves which they tranfport or convey. Let 
our rivals for wealth and power be once matters of 
the highways between nations, and there is nothing 
that we can call our own. 

By letters from Amfterdam, dated Dec. 15. we 
learn, that the warlike preparations carrying on by 
the Auttrians, in the neighbourhood of Dutch Flan- 
ders, had determined the States General to vindi- 
cate their rights and privileges ; and they had ac- 
cordingly ordered Major General Smid to march 
with a detachment from Bergen-op-Zoom, and three 
_ companies of artillery under Col. Vangoyen, to pro- 
tect the frontiers. 

The fame advices add, that the burgo-malter of 
Ficlufe, Waterecht, aod of St Ann’s Termuyden, 
had made application to the States for proteétion a- 
gainft the Aultrian “garrifon of the fort built la:t 
year near the Zwin, called Havegrafs ; who, under 
pretence of fearching for defzriers, gave great diltur- 
bance to the inhabitants of the above towns. 

On Friday, four gentlemen, a deputation from 
the body of diitillers in and near this metropolis, 
waited on the minilter, and held a conference with 
him On the fubjeé&t of that part of the treaty which 
refpects veducing the duties on French brandy. 
This article in the treaty affects as materially the 
Koglith and Scotch diftilieries, as it does the pro- 
duce of our Weft India Iflands, and it is thought 
will caufe a {trong oppofition when the merits of the 
whole bécome the fubject of difcuffioa by Parliament. 
We have not been able to learn what was the refult 
of this conference. 

On Friday the 8th in tant, a circular cavity in the 
earth, about fix feet in diameter, was difcevered in 
a corn field at Handley, Dorfet, belonging to Mr 
Randall, by a thepherd’s boy.—On examination, 
this aperture leads to a confiderable cavern at about 
the depth of ten feet from the furface, extending in 
every direction at lealt 20 feet in diameter ; at about 
35 or 40 feet is a body of water, fuppofed to be 
neatly 150 feet deep. ‘I’his difcovery leads to va- 
rious conjectures amongft the curious in the neigh- 
bourhood ; but whether it be from natural or artifi- 
cial caufe is yet undetermined. Some attribute it to 
a convulfion of the earth, whilft others will have it 
to be an excavation made ‘fome hundred years 
pait, for the purpofe of obtaining water for cattle, or 
as a place of retirement for fafety ia times of ‘war 
and danger, fuppofing, in this cafe, that the waters 
have fince forced their way into this recefs.—The 
field where this cavern is, is néarly a-plain, and the 
foil at fome depth nearly a folid body of chalk. 

Mr Hart, who fome years ago was an eminent 
banker in this metropolis, and lived in the highett 
ftile of fathion, is at prefent at Milan, in italy, in 
the mean capacity of maitre d’botel, that is, fteward 
to a nobleman.

Three notes were acknowledged oa oath to, have 
been paid to the perfons, as mentioned by Mr Ten 
nant, and were cancelled and difcharged by the 
Clerk of the Bank ; viz. 7055. 1204. 6042. Thus 
three notes were found to be difpofed of —thence 
might be deduced that the prifoner was in polit 
fion of the, fourth, No. 7553, the ‘note charged 
the indigtment; and which was further proved 
have beea put into the Liverpool poft-office. 

John Gibbs, a clerk of the Southwark pensy 
polt-office, on the zoth, faw a letter, received from 
the General Polt-office, directed to Laac Folks, 
London. Apprehcnded. it was fent by miltabty 
marked it, and put it into the returned box—Ptr 
foner was employed as letter-carrier. :

** ‘The late law arrangements, which weré” tere 
tainly made in favour of Mr Juftice Baller, are now 
confidently faid to be altered, and that Sir Lloyd 
Kenyon is, at length, tobe the new Lord Chief 
Juftice of the Court of King’s Bench. 

** The reafon of this fudden change is faid to be 
accounted for in this way. Upon the death of the 
late. Earl Clarendon, which occafioned a vacancy 
of one of the Joint Poft-Malters General, Lord 
Sidney was immediately thought of as his fucceffor, 
in order that Lord Hawkefbury might be made one 
of the Secretaries of State, and, confequently, a 
member of the cabinet ; in which fituation it is the 
exprefs defire of a certain Great Perfonage what his 
Lordthip fhould be. It is not exactly known whe- 
ther Lord Sydney was agreeable to make way or 
not; but, without waiting for his anfwer, it was de- 
termined that both he and the Marquis of Carmar- 
then, the other Secretary of State, fhould retire be- 
fore the meeting of Parliament: and the refolution 
tefpecting the latter Nobleman was taken, in order 
to make room for Vifcouot Stormont, as the other 
new Secretary of State. Matters were then put in 
train, until a cettain great law Lord interfered, and 
fwore, that Lord Stormont fhould not have that ap- 
pointment, unlefs Sir Lloyd Kenyon was made the 
new Lord Chief Jultice. 

‘© The Earl of Mansfield is faid to have defired 
time for confidering of this; and, after confulting 
with Mr Juftice Baller, and Vitcount Stormont, to 
have returned fuch an anfwer as left the great Law 
Lord the fole nomination of a fucceilur to the noble 
Earl on the King’s Bench 

«© Tn confequence of this, Sir Lloyd Kenyon is
